waters of this state any trout by any
means whatever cxcept with hook and
Hue; any person fishing witl  hook
and line who, upon lilting the sams,
shall fad any trout, char or aalmon of
less than five fnches in langth cauiht|
or entangled theroon shall (mwadiately, |
